Truman Says Last Desperate Hope Of Hilter And Regime 


Has Been Extinguished; Historic Announcement 


Made In Washington, London, Moscow 


By Tho Aseoelated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 27—The juncture of Anglo-Ameri­ 
can and Soviet armies in the heart of Hitler’s reich, cutting 
Germany in two, was *announced triumphantly at the White 
House today. 
President Truman gave out the news in a statement re­ 
leased simultaneously at Washington, Moscow and London at 
a pre arranged hour, 12 noon (East Liverpool war time). 
Tbs juncture of the armed might of the “Big Three" occurred at 
2 p. rn. (East Liverpool war time) Thursday at Torgau, a town o b 
the Elbe river 75 miles south of Berlin. Patrols had made contact a 
day earlier. 
Troop* of the ®9th division of Gen. Hodges* First army joined with 
those of the 6§th Soviet guards In Marshal Konev's Firat Ukraine 
army. Patrols had established positions th* day before l f miles 
southwest of Berlin. The <9th is under the command of MaJ. Gen. 
Emu F. Reinhardt 
The operation, said the Joint statement of the great powers, 
means, first, that th* last faint, desperate hope of Hitler and Ma 
gangster government has been extinguished”. 
The President emphasised that the juncture doee not mean “the 
hour of final victory in Europe", but with bristling optimism ho as­ 
serted that the hour for which the United Nations “have tolled and 
prayed so long”, now “draws near". 
Mr. Truman hailed tho event aa a tribute “to the courage and 
determination of Franklin Roosevelt as no words ever coaid Speak". 
With a thought to tho efforts 
of his delegation at Ban Francises 
to work out a post-war interna­ 
tional security organisation from 
tbs Uni tod Nations Batlan*, th# 
President asserted; 
“The junction of oar toros* at 
this 
moment 
signalises 
to oar 
selves and to tho world that the 
collaboration of our notions In tbs 
cause of peace and freedom is sn 
effective collaboration whish can 
surmount th* greatest difficulties 
of the most ostensive campaign In 
military history and succeed. 
'Nations which can 
plan aud 
fight together shoulder to shoul­ 
der la the face of such obstacles 
and distance and of language aud 
of communications as 
w* have 
overcome, can live together and 
can work together in th* common 
labor of tbs organisation of th* 
world for peace." 
The President said that as a re­ 
sult of th* masting, “th# enemy 
has been cut in two," and added:. 
“This is not th* hoar of final 
victory in Europe, but the boar 
draws near, the hour for which all 
the American people, all th* Brtt- 
isb peoples and all the Soviet peo­ 
ple 
have

S KU ROPER groat cities go. Borlm is a new 
comer, dating from tho early 13th century aa 
a settlement and not ranking as an Important 
community until tile end of the 18th. But in the 
19th and 20th centuries it expanded rapidly and 
became one of the world s five largest municipal 
itiea. Its growth was the reflection of Germany's 
ascendancy among the world’s great nations, aa 
th* growth of Tokyo, Now York and Moscow 
ref! ac tad tke increasing importunes of the nations 
they served. 


Berlin rose above ail handicaps and setbacks 
because it was sustained by the dynamic nation 
it served and which, In turn, served it. This was 
the more remarkable in its case because the city 
had none of the natural advantages. It was not a 
great port, It was not ideally situated aa a com 
munlcationa center. It was vulnerable to attack. 
Ila occupation by the Russians, following aerial 
and artillery bombardments that are reported to 
have rained a large part of Its buildings, would 
not mean Berlin s ruin lf Germany ware to con 
finn# aa a great power among the nations. The 
city would ba rebuilt as a manifestation of Gar 
man raeovary. But under the circumstances It 
is possible the world may be witnessing th# leat 
chapter in the story of a metropolis. If Hitler 
and his creature# succeed In destroying Germany 
aa their lait transaction in international black­ 
mail, Berlin will follow Carthage Into oblivion.

i n BBCRHMBD s s the first study of its kind, a 
project to measure the relative values of 
education and experience Is being pushed by the 
Maryland state department of employment and 
registration and Coucher college department of 
political science. Main purpose of th* project is 
to reveal proper requirements for civil service 
testa, with particular attention to war veterans. 
Th* study is supposed to reveal whether there 
is n trend away from hard and fast educational 
requirements, to compare the job success of em­ 
ployes with extensive educational qualifications 
and employes with extensive experience qualifi­ 
cations, and to identify occupational fields in 
which education Is essential, in contrast with 
those in which experience is practicable.

AU the labor, conniving, blood 
and Iron of* ISO years has been de­ 
stroyed In six months. All the re­ 
forms of Stein in Prussia, all the 
galaa of Frederick William IV, all 
the expansion directed by the great 
Bismarck are gone. 
The northern pocket is in part 
la occupied Norway and Denmark; 
in part Schleswig-Holstein, which 
waa torn from Denmark in 1814, 
and a small part of Prussia. 
The second pocket is wholly re­ 
moved from Prussia: It Includes 
parts of Czechoslovakia and Aus­ 
tria, a Hitler conquest; part of Ba­ 
varia—never a sympathetic partner 
of P russia-an d a dwindling frag­ 
ment of Yugoslavia. 
Tha third pocket, In italy, has 
an Italian population which hates 
all Germans. 
Nail Germany’s situation is like 
that of a wounded bank robber bid­ 
ding in a courthouse. 
Germany, as it stood after the 
Congress of Vienna, ii occupied by 
the Alliee. Never was there a bet­ 
ter example of the futility of a po­ 
litical and military system baaed 
on the delusion of personal or 
racial superiority 
If Prussia had not conceived it- 
aalf as a master nit ion and had 
rested content with what It rarely- 
after (be defeat of Napoleon, 
Germany might have been a happy, 
productive and immensely Influen­ 
tial country. 
The delusion that destroyed It 
was a Prussian delusion—a delu­ 
sion which finally was exploited 
by a mad Austrian. And a return 
to the land of might-have been will 
not be assured by Ihe destruction 
of 
Nasiism 
alone. 
Governments 
which will repudiate the preten­ 


sions of Prussia, as well, must ba 
encouraged In post-war Germany. 
At an early date the Allies, even 
though they occupy Germany for a 
long time, must bring into being 
a legal government In Germany. 
The 
Germans 
understand 
tha 
meaning of legal government, what­ 
ever may be their barbarous con­ 
duct in the war. What with tha 
present legal government assum­ 
ing the role of bandits defending 
themselves on 
foreign 
aoli, 
the 
Alliea must assemble some sort of 
national 
government 
which, 
by 
proclamation or otherwise, ran de­ 
clare itself legitimate. 
That will end the myth of rule 
by 
broad*-sets from 
underground 
hideouts. The sources of each a 
legitimate government are begin­ 
ning to appear in a number of cities 
and towns under the direction and 
supervision of the AMG. 
The policy of the AMG Is appar­ 
ently to assemble local administra­ 
tive groups comprised of Catholics 
or Niemoeller Protestants or rep­ 
resentatives of non-Nasl agricultur­ 
al groups or former labor-union of­ 
ficials and other*. 
It remains to bring the best rep­ 
resentatives of these groups to­ 
gether into some kind of national 
group and lo seek some form of 
central government amid the ruins 
of the country. 
Early in that proles*, the adop­

Russia’s Tactics

AN FRANCISCO — Perplexing 
gyrations 
of 
Soviet 
foreign 
policy have supercharged the in 
Der atm o sp h e re of this conference 
of the new world st the outset. 
Little may be gained by con 
damning the methods of Moscow, 
es a great many people out here 
are doing more in private than in 
public. Rut we ail must understand 
this 
rising diplomatic p'” *tlrl*m 
more thoroughly if we are to deal 
with 
it 
without grave disadvan­ 
tages. Here among the assembled 
diplomats pf the hard new world, 
you may learn many things about 
it. 
From a source I will accept as 
authoritative, 
I 
understand 
one 
member of the serving entourage 
furnished by the Russians to the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt at th* 
Yalta conference 
was a 
skilled 
young Russian physician. He acted 
as valet or walter, which position 
gave him a full opportunity to ob­ 
serve Mr. Roosevelt with a doc­ 
tor’* eye. He reported, of course, 
that Stalin 
was dealing with a 
dying man. 
From that 
point forward 
you 
may observe bow Soviet policy has 
altered. The Yalta understanding 
for inclusion of the London demo­ 
cratic Poles in minor capacities in 
the 
Lublin 
Russo-Polish govern­ 
ment bas not been followed out 
by Btaliu. it seems to me quit* 
possible he decided after the re­ 
port or th* Russian physician that 
he would have to deal hereafter 
with a different American person­ 
ality. Mr. Truman, and that he 
has been testing Mr. Truman with 
his Polish policy, ascertaining how 
far he can go with this younger, 
well man. 


I 
AM inclined to accept this story 
of the doctor, not only because 
subsequent events have been con­ 
firming it daily since then, but be 
cause it is typical txample of tbe 
thoroughness of Russian diplomacy 
in contrast with what our own has 
heen iii the past. There is another 
dramatic example, equally credible, 
told on the inside here. 
The Warsaw underground lead­ 
ers of the london Poles sent out 
word back in the middle of March, 
urging the london government to 
make public their names to the 
world and particularly to tbe So­ 
viets. They decided to come out in 
the open. 
Throughout Soviet occupation of 


their homeland 
they 
had 
mas­ 
queraded under fictitious names, 
so deeply guarded that even moat 
London Polish officials did not 
know them. In return for this co­ 
operative feature, they asked that 
the Russians provide them a plana 
to London for the purpose of nego­ 
tiating a settlement, By the very 
act of making thamaelvas known, 
they gave up their underground 
work. 
The London Poles agreed, and 
notified our government and others 
of the identity of these undercover 
workers. Hie workers themselves 
about March 33 appeared before a 
Russian commissar in Poland and 
requested their plane. Tbe commis­ 
sar took them to a Russian gen­ 
eral who asked them to be at the 
airport the following morning to 
go to London. They appeared et 
the airport, but this waa the last 
heard of them for some weeks. 
L 
ATER the London Poles asked 


where they were, but received rn 
reply on April 2 that we could 
get no information. Later the Brit­ 
ish heard the underground leaders 
( l l to l l in number) hsd been 
taken inside Russia, possibly to 
Kiev, to negotiate there with the 
Russian diplomate about a coopera­ 
tive government. 
That la the Russian explanation, 
but the Poles naturally believe the 
incident represents Russian confis­ 
cation of their underground 
in 
what Americans would cell “a dou­ 
ble cross”. The indisputable point 
is we do not know and no one 
knows what goes on inside Russia. 
I offer the story only aa more 
evidence of the changed new world 
into which we are coming, some­ 
what 
unsuspectingly or, at 
the 
very 
least, diplomatically unpre­ 
pared to deal adequately. 
At Washington, Molotov’a actions 
were in keeping with similar Rus­ 
sian tradition. He had no power 
to make any concessions on Po­ 
land. It was announced. At Bretton 
Woods and Dumbarton, it was the 
aam*. Th * Russian delegates could 
not insert a comma at either con­ 
ference without wiring Moscow and 
waiting for an answer, frequently 
for days and sometimes weeks. Ap­ 
parently it is going to be th# same 
here. This is established Russian 
technique, and an advantage in j 
dealing. 
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trusted the general maintenance 
of order during the period of pacifi­ 
cation. To the assembly is entrust­ 
ed the task of creating the society 
which can come into being as the 
world is pacified. 
It is in this period of pacifica­ 
tion, when the enemy states are 
being policed, the arm ies demobil­ 
ised, the wreckage of war cleared 
up and repaired, and civilian life 
restored, that the iseue will be de­ 
cided whether this is the beginning 
of a long peace or of preparation 
for another war. 
The 
greatest 
difficulty 
which 
confronts us la the very human 
tendency to assum e that with tbe 
defeat of the enemy the cause for 
which this war is being fought will 
have been achieved, that because 
Germany is prostrate, the German 
problem is no longer the para­ 
mount problem of the world. 


TX the days just preceding tbe 
* 
opening 
of 
the 
conference, 
this dangerous tendency has maul- 
rested Itself very clearly. 
It best can be countered by re­ 
porting it bluntly and starkly 
It 
has shown itself in the fact that 
the main preoccupation of so many 
here has been, not Germany, but 
the Soviet Union. 
If 
the 
conference 
fails, 
or 
achieve* only a nominal and verbal 
agreement, it will be because we 
permit our interest to be diverted 
from the real and pressing task of 
making a conclusive settlement of 
the German problem, and become 
entangled, partly by the intrigue of 
special intereats, bal in the main 
by our own loss of perspective and 
sense of reality, in the problem of 
relations with the Soviet Union. 
It is true that the future de­ 
pends on tbe relations between the 
Soviet Union and the other coun­ 
tries. 
But these relations will become 
hopeless if we yield at all to those 
who. to say it flatly, ere thinking 
of the international organization 
as a means of policing the Soviet 
Union. 
We cannot 
police 
the 
Soviet 
Union and we must not flirt with 
the idea of attempting it. We can 
quarrel with the Soviet Union over 
the enemy state* or we can col­ 
laborate in the task of pacifying 
tbe enemy states. 
It is only by collaboration in 
this central business of th* post­ 
war ye ars that we can establish 
the good relations which ar# so 
essential to all mankind. 
For if wa think thla very real 
war Is finished, and start off think 
tng about another hypothetical war, 
we almost certainly shall get th# 
other 
war 
because 
actually 
we 
have not finished this one.

Mr. Bricker served three 
terms before retiring to enter the 
presidential race.

Bricker is interested in the seat 
of Sen. Harold H. Burton, whose 
term expires in 1947. 
One Ohioan suggested privately 
that Mr. Ebright is out for the 
governorship and came to Wash

The president was the boss of 
the household.

In New 
York after his mother’s death, she 
talked It over with him before 
taking an apartment in Greenwich 
village: 
These were his ideas: 
“Get it all on one level, in a 
building with an elevator. Be sure 
it has one suite that can be shut 
off from the rest." 
Probably abe would have thought 
of those things anyway, but before

she signed a lease she took a blue­ 
print back to the White House for 
his approval.

explained Russia’s insistence on ro­ 
tating control of the conference. 
“Aa far as the Soviet Union is 
concerned,” Mr. Molotov told the

WASHINGTON. April 27 — John 
L. Lewis broke a Ion* silence on 
labor Issues Thursday In a m ala- 
tine article provocatively caption­ 


ed There It No Labor Movement. 
The leader of the United Mine 
W orkers answered several ques­ 
tions for Collier’s magazine and 
the publication suggested the an­ 
swers would “make a lot of peo­ 
ple mad.” 
Mr. Lewis asserts: 
"Politicians” are to blame for 
the war-time industrial strife. 
There Is no labor movement be­ 
cause other labor groups are mere 
“political company unions which 
have be*:, “bellweathered . . . Into 
the abattoir of partisan politics” 
by their leaders. 
The government cast aside the 
“m aster chart left by a m aster 
m ariner — Woodrow Wilson — 
from World W ar I. and today ac­ 
tually has no “governm ent labor 
policy.” 
These were a few of the points 


Mr. Lewis made, but he Blood back 
and unloosed a flurry of punches 
at the war labor board and the 
Smithd^onnally war labor disputes 
act. 
The WLB. he said, Is a "fantastic 
body” which is "overstaffed, cum­ 
bersome” and considers each case 
"after a careful reading of the po­ 
litical barom eter each morning.” 
"The departm ent of labor Itself. 
which might have worked out a 
sensible procedure, bas been strip­ 
ped of functions until a powerless 
secretary now presides over a skel­ 
etonised bureau that Is the last 
word In sheer futility.” 
"As lf there were not confusion 
enough with M 
'labor* boards, com 
missions, committees, etc., congress 
decided to make its contribution to 
chaos and enacted the 8mlth-G<ra- 
nally law.

To All For War Crimes

PRINCETON. N. J., April 27— 
Tbs time 1b drawing near when the 
victorious Allied power* will have 
to decide how to punish the vari­ 
ous Nail leaders for their war 
orlmes. 
It Is not merely a question of 
how to deal with such wellknown 
Nails as Hitler, Himmler or Goe- 
rtng, but what to do with the less­ 
er fry—agents and petty officials 
of the party who claim that they 
committed crimes only on the or­ 
der of higher-ups and should there­ 
fore not he held personally ac­ 
countable. 
The American public, as might 


be expected, shows little willing 
ness to be lenient on Hitler, most 
people advocating death by firing 
squad or the hangman’s noose. 
As for minor officials in the 
party, they too need not look for 
sympathy in the United States 
when they plead that they took 
part in war crimes only because 
ordered to do so. 
For these officials, punishment 
by death or imprisonment is also 
advocated 
by 
the 
majority 
of 
Americans, fewer than one-fourtb 
of whom think the offending Nazis 
should even have the benefit of 
trial or should be let off without 
punishment.
